The number of Deaths registered in Eight of the Principal owns during the week ending 
with Saturday, January 3, 1903, was 707, being at the annual rate of 21°6 per thousand of the 
estimated population. This rate is 16 below that for the corresponding week of last year, but 

0°3 above that for the week immediately preceding. 
_ The lowest rate of mortality was recorded in Perth, viz., 17-0 per thousand ; and the highest in 
Greenock, viz., 27°8 per thousand. 

From the seven principal Epidemic diseases 77 deaths were recorded, being at the rate of 
2°4 per thousand, or 0°5 above that for last week. Of these deaths 33 were due to Hooping-cough, 
of which 26 occurred in Glasgow ; 14 to Diarrhceal diseases ; 13 to Diphtheria, which was relatively 
most fatal in Perth ; and 10 to Measles, of which 8 occurred in Aberdeen. 

The deaths from Bronchitis, Pneumonia, and Pleurisy amounted to 154, being 37 below the 
number for the previous week. 

The Mean Temperature was 37°'1, being 8°°7 below that for the week immediately preceding, 
and 5°°2 below that for the corresponding week of 1902.

The number of Deaths registered in Hight of the Principal Towns during the week ending 
with Saturday, January 10, 1903, was 740, which represents an annual mortality rate of 22°6 per 
thousand of the estimated population. This rate is 3:0 above that for the corresponding week of 
last year, and 1°0 above that for the previous week of the present year. 

The lowest death-rate was recorded in Perth, viz. 17-0 per thousand; and the highest in 
Glasgow, viz., 24:4 per thousand, 

The seven principal Epidemic diseases accounted for 78 deaths, being at the rate of 2°4 
per thousand of population, the same as that for the previous week. Of these deaths 24 were due 
to Hooping-cough, of which 17 occurred in Glasgow ; 22 to Diarrhceal diseases ; and 15 to Measles, 
of which 10 occurred in Aberdeen. 

The deaths from Bronchitis, Pneumonia, and Pleurisy amounted to 150, being 4 less than 
_ the number for the previous week. | 

The Mean Temperature was 37°'1, being the same as that for the week immediately preceding, 
but 6°°2 below that for the corresponding week of 1902.

The number of Deaths registered in Eight of the Principal Towns during the week ending 
with Saturday, January 17, 1908, was 766, which is equivalent to an annual mortality rate of 23-4 
per thousand of the estimated population. This rate is 2°6 above that for the corresponding week of 
last year, and 0°8 above that for the previous week of the present year. 

The lowest rate of mortality was recorded in Edinburgh, viz., 17°8 per thousand ; and the 
highest in Aberdeen, viz., 29°8 per thousand, | 

The seven principal Epidemic diseases accounted for 76 deaths, being at the rate of 2°3 
‘per thousand of population, or 0°1 below that for last week. Of these deaths 32 were due to 
Hooping-cough, of which 23 occurred in Glasgow and 3 in Leith; 18 to Diarrhceal diseases ; 12 
to Measles, of which 5 occurred in Edinburgh and Aberdeen respectively, and 2 in Leith ; and 6 to 
Diphtheria, of which 5 occurred in Glasgow. 

The deaths from Bronchitis, Pneumonia, and Pleurisy amounted to 174, being 24 above the 
number for the previous week. ; 

The Mean Temperature was 28°°3, being 8°8 below that for the week immediately preceding, and 
8°°3 below that for the corresponding week of 1902.

__° The number of Deaths registered in Hight of the Principal Towns during the week ending 
Saturday, January 24, 1903, was 804, being at the annual rate of 24°6 per thousand of the 
estimated population. This rate is 4°3 above that for the corresponding week of last year, and 1°2 
above that for the previous week of the present year. 

The lowest rate of mortality was recorded in Perth, viz., 10°8 per thousand ; and the highest 
in Glasgow, viz., 27°1 per thousand, 

From the seven principal Epidemic diseases 102 deaths were registered, being at the rate of 3:1 
per thousand of population, or-0°8 above that for last week. Of these deaths 52 were due to 
Hooping-cough, of which 41 occurred in Glasgow ; 21 to Diarrhcal diseases ; and 11 to Measles, 
of which 6 occurred in Aberdeen, and 4 in Edinburgh, 

The deaths from. Bronchitis, Pneumonia, and Pleurisy amounted to 181, being 7 above the 
number for the previous week. 

The Mean Temperature was 37°'9, being 9°°6 abdve that for the week immediately preceding, but 
4°'5 below that for the corresponding week of 1902.

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The number of Deaths registered in Hight of the Principal Towns during the week ending 
with Saturday, January 31, 1903, was 696, being at the annual rate of 21°3 per thousand of the 
estimated population. This rate is 0°5 below that for the corresponding week of last year, and 3°3 
below that for the previous week of the present year. 

‘The lowest rate of mortality was recorded in Perth, viz., 12°4 per thousand ; and the highest 
in Greenock, viz., 24°8 per thousand. . 

The seven principal Epidemic diseases accounted for 81 deaths, being at the rate of 2°5 per 
thousand of the estimated population, or 0°6 below that for last week. Of these deaths 32 were 
due to Hooping-cough, of which 27 occurred in Glasgow ; 20 to Measles, of which 14 occurred in 
Aberdeen ; and 13 to the Diarrhceal diseases. 

The deaths from Bronchitis, Pneumonia, and Pleurisy amounted to 168, being 13 less than 
the number for the previous week. ; 

The Mean Temperature was 45°:2, being 7°'3 above that for the week immediately preceding, and 
17°°4 above that for the corresponding week of 1902.

The number of Deaths registered in Eight of the Principal Towns during the week ending 
with Saturday, February 7, 1903, was 711, being at the annual rate of 21-7 per thousand of the 
estimated population. This rate is 2°2 below that for the corresponding week of last year, but 0°4 
above that for the previous week of the present year. 

The lowest rate of mortality was recorded in Perth, viz., 13°9 per thousand ; and the highest 
in Greenock, viz., 27°0 per thousand. 

The seven principal Epidemic diseases accounted for 82 deaths, being at the rate of 2°5 per 
thousand of the estimated population, the same as that for last week. Of these deaths 28 were 
due to Hooping-cough, of which 22 occurred in Glasgow ; 19 to Diarrhceal diseases; and 16 to 
Measles, of which 9 occurred in Aberdeen. 

The deaths from Bronchitis, Pneumonia, and Pleurisy amounted to 133, being 35 less than 
the number for the previous week. 

The Mean Temperature was 43°°7, being 1°°5 below that for the week immediately preceding, but 
9°°5 above that for the corresponding week of 1902.

The number of Deaths registered in Eight of the Principal Towns during the week ending 
with Saturday, March 21, 1903, was 657, being at the annual rate of 20°] per thousand of the 
estimated population. This rate is 3°6 below that for the corresponding week of last year, but 0°4 
above that for the previous week of the present year. 

The lowest rate of mortality occurred in Aberdeen, viz., 14°9 per thousand ; and the highest in 
Perth, viz., 21-7 per thousand. 

The seven principal Epidemic diseases accounted for 68 deaths, being at the rate of 2-1 per 
thousand of population, or 0:1 above that for last week. Of these deaths 32 were due to 
Hooping-cough, of which 19 occurred in Glasgow and 7 in Edinburgh ; 14 to Diarrhceal diseases ; 
8 to Measles ; and 6 to Scarlet Fever, of which 4 occurred in Edinburgh. 

The deaths from Bronchitis, Pneumonia, and Pleurisy amounted to 134, being 18 above the 
number for the previous week. 

The Mean Temperature was 42°-5, being 0°'7 above that for the week inmediately preceding, but 
1°-2 below that for the corresponding week of 1902.

The number of Deaths registered in Hight of the Principal Towns during the week ending 
with Saturday, March 28, 1903, was 609, representing an annual mortality rate of 18°6 per thousand 
of the estimated population. ‘This rate is 1°7 below that for the corresponding week of last year, and 
1°5 below that for the previous week of the present year. 

The lowest rate of mortality was recorded in Leith, viz., 15°0 per thousand ; and the highest in 
Dundee and in Perth, viz., 21°7 per thousand. 

The seven principal Epidemic diseases accounted for 77 deaths, being at the rate of 2:4 per 
thousand of population, or 0°38 above that for last week. Of these deaths 37 were due to 
Hooping-cough, of which 22 occurred in Glasgow, 6 in Edinburgh, and 5 in Greenock; 17 to 
Diarrhoeal diseases ; and 1% to Measles, of which 5 occurred in Aberdeen and 4 in Edinburgh, 

The deaths from Bronchitis, Pneumonia, and Pleurisy amounted to 98, being 36 less than the 
number for the previous week. 

The Mean Temperature was 45°°3, being 2°-8 above that for the week immediately preceding, and 
5°°7 above that for the corresponding week of 1902.

The number of Deaths registered in Hight of the Principal Towns during the week ending 
with Saturday, April 18, 1903, was 581, being at the annual rate of 17°7 per thousand of the 
estimated population. ‘This rate is 6°9 below that for the corresponding week of last year, but 0°1 
above that for the previous week of the present year. 

The lowest rate of mortality was recorded in Perth, viz., 7°7 per thousand ; and the highest in 
Edinburgh, viz., 20°3 per thousand. 

The seven principal Epidemic diseases accounted for 53 deaths, being at the rate of 1:6 
per thousand of population, or 0°4 below that for last week. Of these deaths, 17 were due to 
Hooping-cough, of which 11 occurred in Glasgow ;-17 to the Diarrhceal diseases ; 8 to Diphtheria ; 
and 7 to Measles, of which 3 occurred in Aberdeen. 

The deaths from Bronchitis, Pneumonia, and Pleurisy amounted to 109, being 13 above the 
number for the previous week. ; 

The Mean Temperature was 37°'1, being 9°°7 below that for the week immediately preceding, and 
8°°8 below that for the corresponding week of 1902.
